This tender-hearted author held to tnu 
noble theory for life :" All the virtues 
and foya of life grow up in laber; only 
through labor does a human being be- 
oome tmly a man. Work and love— 
these qre the body and Bool of human 
being; happy is he in whom they are 
one " A man who believes in auch a senti- 
ment can take no pleasure in seeing his 
fellows trampled under foot like dirt and 
unfeeling atone. It IB the custom of the 
world to make light of disappointment, 
and treat flippantly those kind beings, 
who are said to pine away, sicken, and 
die Of a broken heart. In its hard and 
cruel ways, the world knows not at how 
many bruised and crushed hearts it is 
scoffing. In relating one of the most 
pathetic incidentsjn literature. Washing- 
ton trying, in his " Sketch Book gave 
it as his opinion that many yontha and 
maidens, and older persons, too,goto 
their untimely graves from the sad effects 
ol broken hearts. Many a fever, or that 
more fatal malady, the consumption, 
have begun their mortal course when the 
cordsof love have begun to creak and give 
way. 
When everv cord has been sun- 


dered and the unhappy victim stand* in 
all the bleak desolation of destroyed 
love, they become an easy prey to the 
ills to which human We is heir. The 
hard and cruel natures who are not capa- 
ble of love, and the fickle and frivolous 
who oily know of it as an illusion, or a 
pleasing pastime, are not the ones to 
radge mockingly of the true and tender 
Boob in life who love with an unreserved 
and an unselfish devotion. Napoleon 
would stamp out the love of a heart with 
no more concern than he would cancel a 
subordinate order. He arose to fame 
over the ladder of broken hearts. He 
had no pity and no love. His triumph 
was by the power of brutal force. He 
might live now in the heart of Russia or 
Austria and see the Jews persecuted unto 
death, but it would have no effect upon 
his obdurate nature; but the great, 
warm, and kind nature of the writer 
Auerbach, saw the cruelty practiced 
upon the people around him; he had no 
means of redressing the wrongs; the 
Government was the author of these 
cruelties, or permitted them. His heart 
broke with love for them, and he died. 
Natures like Napoleon's or Grant's have 
no conception of that kindness of the 
tender hearts of the world, who see deep 
wrongs which they can not right, and 
which powerful governments will not 
prevent. Ingersoll said he had no doubt 
but when Christ saw the rapacious cru- 
elty of those in power around him, he 
btoame almost'' insane with pity." The 
world does not seem to care, and it cer- 
tainly will never know, ol all who have 
died of broken hearte—of the innumer- 
able host of men and women who have 
loved each other, or loved a cause, or 
loved the raoe, and have been wrecked 
in each or all, and have at last gone to 
the grave willingly to hide these burdens 
they could not conceal from themselves 
here, and which became too heavy to 
carry any longer. The tragedies of the 
heart are everywhere. Neither the rich 
nor the poor, the obscure nor the f anions, 
are exempt from the arrows, barbed with 
pain, which silently shoot through the 
sottl. and Bend the shattered victims to 
death.— Indianapolis Herald.

THB probability that nearly every 


large town or city will soon be supplied 
with large quantities of electricity foi 
lighting purposes has given rise to con- 
siderable interest in the plan of making 
use of the aame supply for producing 
power for light household work. Several 
small motors have been devised to 
meet the expected demand. The first 
of these little machines was constructed 
about three years ago by M. Marcel 
Deprez, and was found to work effec- 
tively. Auecondapparatusof thiskindhae 
for some time been used by M. Trouve, 
aa electro-magnet being used in place ol 
the permanent steel magnet of Deprez. 
This motor drives a sewing machine 
very readily, although it ia of very small 
size. Trouve's little electric canoe a* 
the Paris electrical exhibition was pro- 
pelled by some of these engines, and M. 
Tiasandier has suggested their use foi 
balloon steering. The last and best 
motor IB that of Mr. Grucom, the 
American electrician. 
One of these 


powerful little machines, four and a hall 
inches long and weighing little more 
than two pounds, will ion a sewing ma- 
chine very rapidly with a small expendi- 
ture of electric energy. The lack of 
labor-saving conveniences in the house- 
hold has often been deplored, but the 
introduction of electricity seems to offer 
a source of power which may serve in 
many ways to lighten the toil of the 
weary housewife.

The Dry Rot in Men.

He will scarcely have had 
leisure to turn it over in his mind, and 
form tbe terrible suspicion, "dry rot," 
when he will notice a change for the 
worse in the patient's appearance—a 
certain slovenliness and deterioration, 
which is not poverty, not dirt, nor in- 
toxication, nor ill-health, but simply 
dry rot 
To this succeeds a smell, as of 


strong waters, in the morning; to that, 
a looseness respecting money; to that, a 
stronger smell aa of strong waters, at all 
times; to that, a looseneaerespecting 
everything; to that, a trembling of the 
limbs, somnolency, misery, and crumb- 
ling to pieces. As it is in wood, BO it is 
in men. Dry rot advances at a com- 
pound usury quite incalculable. A plank 
is found infected with it, and the whole 
structure is devoted.—CTorte* Dickeni.

Mrs. John- 
son was dead, but the murderer was 
still living with two bullet holes in 
his head, from one of which brains 
and blood were oozing. 
Johnson 


lived until 8 o'clock. He did not 
regain consciousness after he was 
shot. 


Mrs. Johnson was shot through 


the right temple, about one inch 
back of the eye. Dr. Ramsey was 
called immediately, but could do 
nothing. 
He thought Mrs. Johnson 


was asleep when shot, as her coun 
tcuance did not show the least trace 
bf a frown. Blood "and brains were 
scattered everywhere. The weapon 
used was a 32-caliber six-chamber 
revolver. Four cartridges had been 
discharged, two of which were lodged 
'in the brains' of the couple. Two 
boles in tthe ceiling showed what 
had become of the others.

The father and brothers of the dead 
woman had started to Xenia this 
morning to get Mrs. Johnson to go 
back home, and learned the news at 
Odin. They hastened on, arriving 
there soon after Johnson breathed 
his last Johnson's brother arrived 
soon after. 
The bodies were placed 


in different coffins and taken to Cen- 
tralia on the same train, each party 
taking charge of its respective corpse 
and keeping aloof from the other. 
Whether this will be the end or only 
the beginning of this disgusting feud 
is not known.
